In San Francisco, Oakland, Los 
Angeles and many other cities, 
employers have learned—by sad 
and costly experience—that their 
only defense against terrorism 
and unreasonable demands of 
power-maddened labor bosses is 
UNITED ACTION. A recent 
strike ordered in an Oakland de¬ 
partment store quickly collapsed 
when a solid front of associated 
merchants announced they would 
close up immediately if the store 
was forced to shut down. In an¬ 
other city, threatened with a 
teamster union tie-up, merchants 
of the city united, took options- 
to-buy on a thousand trucks— 
and announced they would run 
their own trucking company, with 
armed guards on each truck, if 
the strike occurred. It was called 
off! In Los Angeles. Mr. and Mrs. 
General Public carried their own 
Christmas packages until an at¬ 
tempt to disrupt holiday parcel 
delivery was abandoned. 

California agriculture can and 
should learn from the experience 
of city Industries. The apparent 
strategy of the <vould-be labor 
czars, in their drive to “organize" 
agriculture, is to take over the 
farming industry one branch at a 
time. It is a program of attrition, 
starting with the weakest indus¬ 
tries and working up until even¬ 
tually there would be a complete 
labor dictatorship. 

When any branch of California 
agriculture is attacked, it must 
have the wholehearted financial, 
physical and political support of 
ALL California agriculture. If a 
general boycott of the offending 
union or city is required, agri¬ 
culture must be prepared to order 
such a boycott— and make It 
stick!

A LTHOUGH no man, before or 
since, ever delved deeper 
into the geologic past.

barred from its markets through 
boycotts or failure to protect 
the farmers in the delivery of 
their crops, that all the farmers 
of California consider seriously 
the advisability of launching 
united defensive boycotts against 
such city— upon the principle 
that no city which boycotts the 
products of fanners is entitled to 
the trade or support of farmers.”

If the Congress as the people’s 


Have we any protection against 
acts unauthorized by our Constitu¬ 
tion? 

Under our Constitution, “we the 
people” are supreme. We are the 
principal and we create the Con¬ 
gress and make it our agent with 
power to act within the limitations 
we enumerate in our charter, but 
with no power to go beyond those 
limits. In addition we specifically 
prohibit it from certain acts. 

Under these conditions, what re¬ 
course do "we the people” have if 
the Congress, as our agent, exceeds 
the limits we specify or enacts legis¬ 
lation which we specifically pro¬ 
hibit? If left to itself to determine 
such a case, the Congress naturally 
would approve its own acts. It would 
not pass an act and disapprove 
it. Thus the agent would authorize 
what the principal prohibits. 

To prevent this, “we the people,” 
in our Constitution, provide the 
simple means commonly provided 
where the principal challenges the 
acts of his agent in court. The court 
—in the case of our Constitution, a 
federal court and finally the Su¬ 
preme Court—tries the case by hear¬ 
ing both sides. If the Court finds the 
agent’s act in accordance with the 
•gent’s power, the act is upheld. But

HEAVY rain prevented our

Have we any protection against 
acts unauthorized by our Constitu¬ 
tion? 

Under our Constitution, “we the 
people" are supreme. We are the 
principal and we create the Con¬ 
gress and make it our agent with 
power to act within the limitations 
we enumerate in our charter, but 
with no power to go beyond those 
limits. In addition we specifically 
prohibit it from certain acts. 

Under these conditions, what re¬ 
course do "we the people” have if 
the Congress, as our agent, exceeds 
the limits we specify or enacts legis¬ 
lation which wa specifically pro¬ 
hibit? If left to itself to determine 
such a case, the Congress naturally 
would approve its own acts. It would 
not pass an act and disapprove 
it. Thus the agent would authorize 
what the principal prohibits. 

To prevent this, “we the people," 
in our Constitution, provide the 
simple means commonly provided 
where the principal challenges the 
acts of his agent in court. The court
